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Lip-sync  act  raises  questions  on  campus

On  Sunday,  October  26.  ap¬ 
proximately  1 30  Saint  Joe  stu¬ 
dents  were  commissioned  as 
Campus  Ministry  volunteers. 

The  Campus  Ministry  Is  a 
group  of  people  on  campus  who 
do  things  to  help  the  campus 
and  other  communities.  Ac¬ 
tivities  Include  food  drives  and 
visits  to  orphanages,  detention 
centers  and  shelters.  This  year 
the  Campus  Ministry  Is  in  the 
process  of  planning  a  food  drive, 
a  Thanksgiving  prayer  service 
and  a  mission  trip  to  Guate¬ 
mala. 

Father  Tom  Brenberger, 
C.PP.S.,  is  the  chaplain/coor- 
dlnator  of  the  Campus  Minis¬ 
try  team.  Others  who  play 
major  roles  are  Sister  Linda 
Cors,  C.S.C.,  Father  Denny 
Kinderman,  C.PP.S.,  Brother 
Jerry  Hall.  C.PP.S.,  and  stu¬ 
dent  coordinator  Roger  Lanie. 
The  group  is  broken  up  Into 
several  smaller  groups,  such 
as  the  Human  Understanding 
Group  (H.U.G.),  which  focuses 
on  topics  such  as  relationships, 
stress  and  loneliness,  and  the 
Peace  and  Justice  group,  which 
concentrates  on  the  environ¬ 
ment,  race  and  human  rights. 

There  are  20  Interns  or  serv¬ 
ice  grant  students  whose  job  is 
to  show  leadership  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  and  during  the  activities. 

“Each  intern  is  in  charge  of 
a  different  area,"  said  Fr.  Bren¬ 
berger.  “The  members  meet  in 
their  groups  and  we  periodi¬ 
cally  meet  with  the  interns." 

The  commissioning  is  a  time 
when  the  volunteers  come  and 
commit.  “IPs  like  asking  the 
Lord  for  his  blessing  on  our 
mission,"  said  Fr.  Brenberger. 

Fr.  Brenberger  was  satis¬ 
fied  with  this  year's  student 
participation.  “I  was  very 
pleased,"  he  said.  “This  year's 
turnout  was  about  the  same  as 
last  year’s." 

The  Campus  Ministry  has 
always  been  a  part  of  Saint 
Joe.  “It  Just  sort  of  evolved." 
said  Fr.  Brenberger.  ‘It  has 
been  around  ever  since  there 
have  been  appointed  priests 
here.  The  team  concept  is  more 
recent;  the  group  is  more  or¬ 
ganized  than  in  the  past."

The  annual  Lip  Sync  contest 
was  marred  with  controversy 
over  an  act  entitled  "The  Jackson 
Five",  in  which  several  white 
students  portrayed  members  of 
the  Jackson  Five  wearing  “black 
face"  makeup  on  their  faces. 

While  the  act  won  second 
place  in  the  contest,  It  nonethe¬ 
less  raised  an  outcry  among  mi¬ 
nority  and  non-minority  stu¬ 
dents  alike.  Following  the  lip 
sync,  students  and  faculty  ex¬ 
pressed  several  opinions. 

According  to  John  Rahe, 
Communications  and  Theatre 
Arts  professor  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  the  act  was  derogatory

Senior  political  science  ma¬ 
jor  Jennifer  Herman  is  Student 
Association  President  and  not 
even  a  special  emergency  Sen¬ 
ate  meeting  last  Wednesday  nor 
a  proposed  petition  by  Dorm  gov¬ 
ernor  Katey  Spence  was  enough 
to  impeach  Herman  out  of  office. 

To  impeach  Herman,  a  peti¬ 
tion  signed  by  51%  of  the  Senate 
members  would  be  needed.  Then 
aftera  14  day  waiting  period,  the 
Senate  can  discuss  the  petition 
at  which  time  threefourths  of 
the  voting  members  of  that 
meeting  would  be  needed  to  force 
a  student  body  election.  After 
only  twothirds  vote  against  Her¬ 
man  by  a  quorum  (50%  plus 
one)  of  the  student  body  would 
she  have  been  impeached. 

Allegations  of  impeachment 
and  the  call  for  the  emergency 
meeting  stemmed  from  the  regu¬ 
lar  Senate  meeting  held  on  Nov. 
4,  which  Herman  was  not  pres¬ 
ent  because  of  a  prior  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  volleyball  teamwhich 
she  is  a  member  of.  At  the  Nov.  4 
meeting,  Spence  proposed  that 
a  petition  be  circulated  that 
would  begin  impeachment  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The  way  things  were  done 
made  it  seem  like  it  was  a  per¬ 
sonal  vendetta  because  of  the 
fact  that  they  brought  allega¬ 
tions  up  when  I  wasn't  there... 
Both  Katey  Spence  and  Brian 
Patronik  (former  SA  vicepre¬ 
sident)  spoke  on  the  topic  when 
I  wasn't  there,  and  that  made  it 


and  offensive.  Rahe  said,  “It's 
not  the  act  that  they  did.  it’s 
what  that  act  represented."  He 
added,  “I  was  frankly  shocked 
by  it.  It  did  play  some  role  in 
where  I  ranked  them  (in  the 
contest)." 

Natalie  Schweitzer,  the  SUB 
special  events  chairperson, 
played  down  the  controversial 
act.  She  said,  “I  don't  agree  with 
either  side  and  I  think  that  they 
should  shut  up  and  drop  the 
whole  thing  right  now."  Sug¬ 
gesting  that  the  incident  was 
blown  out  of  proportion,  she 
stated,  "It’s  turned  into  such  an 
issue  now  that  it  shouldn't  be  an 
issue.  It  was  lipsync.  It  was  not 
a  black  versus  white.  Have  fun, 


a  personal  vendetta..  If  it  would 
have  been  on  a  professional  level, 
they  would  have  come  to  me 
personally,  in  private  or  at  an 
Executive  Board  meeting,"  said 
Herman. 

“It  wasn’t  a  personal  ven¬ 
detta  because  the  whole  issue 
was  brought  up  for  the  bettering 
of  the  Senate.  Well,  we  called  for 
the  impeachment  ofherbecause 
Senate  did  not  have  any  ade¬ 
quate  leadership  and  that's  the 
way  a  lot  of  people  have  been 
feeling  on  campus,  especially  a 
lot  of  the  Senators  who  signed 
the  petition,"  said  Spence. 

“The  whole  thing  was  dumb. 
It  had  to  be  a  personal  to  the 
extent  that  they  focused  on  how 
Jennifer  performed  her  job.  Jim 
Holton  and  Michelle  Crum  noted 
how  the  whole  thing  turned  on 
two  issues;  has  Jenny  done  her 
job.  and  if  she  hasn't,  do  you 
want  to  impeach  her  because  of 
it,"  said  Senate  faculty  advisor 
Brian  Simmons.  Simmons  also 
stated  that  the  emergency  meet¬ 
ing  was  a  chance  for  Herman  to 
give  her  side  of  the  story. 

At  the  special  meeting,  Her¬ 
man  fielded  questions  from 
Spence  and  other  Senate  mem¬ 
bers  about  whether  or  not  she 
was  fulfilling  her  obligations  as 
SA  president.  Views  differed  from 
one  person  to  the  next,  but  a 
letdown  Spence  felt  those  who 
had  supported  her  petition  to 
remove  Herman  from  office  did 
not  back  her  at  the  second 
meeting. 


laugh,  smile...  they  looked  ridicu¬ 
lous."  She  added  that  since 
there  was  a  black  participant  in 
the  group  (Rob  Davis),  there 
really  wasn't  much  of  a  concern 
over  the  incident.  While  some 
people  believed  that  there  wasn't 
much  of  a  concern,  other  stu¬ 
dents  took  exception. 

Minority  Student  Union 
president  John  Anthony,  a  jun¬ 
ior,  said  that  he  believed  the 
intentions  of  the  act's  partici¬ 
pants  were  without  malice.  He 
feels  that  the  administration 
should  apologize  for  the  event. 
“I  would  like  an  apology,  mostly 
from  the  administration,  for  al¬ 
lowing  this  to  happen  and  to 
show  that  they  are  concerned 


“No  one  really  said  anything, 
and  the  way  the  course  of  the 
meeting  was  going,  it  was  like  I 
was  the  one  who  had  to  give  the 
example.  What  bothered  me  is 
that  she  was  able  to  turn  it 
around  and  say  that  it  was  Just 
personal  issues  between  her  and 
I,  but  I  know  for  a  fact  that  other 
people  had  problems  with  her," 
cited  Spence,  who  also  noted 
that  the  petition  would  not  be 
presented  to  Herman  and  that 
the  impeachment  proceeding 
were  presently  dead. 

“I  wish  I  didn't  have  to  take 
the  time  from  my  other  respon¬ 
sibilities  to  worry  about  writing 
a  speech  to  defend  myself.  It 
took  away  from  my  studies  and 
SA  responsibilities.  I  had  a  Stu¬ 
dent  Life  Committee  meeting 
yesterday  (Nov.5),  and  it's  diffi¬ 
cult  when  people  are  stabbing 
you  in  the  back  to  get  to  a  meet¬ 
ing."  said  Herman. 

Besides  the  impeachment 
topic,  other  Senate  members 
tried  to  piece  together  whether 
the  current  problems  dealt  with 
Herman  alone,  or  if  there  were 
other  external  factors  that 
needed  to  be  voiced.  Whether  or 
not  athletes  should  be  allowed 
for  SA  offices  and  is  the  Senate 
lacking  communication  between 
its  members  were  both  issues 
addressed. 

"We  have  to  think  twice  about 
studentathletes  being  elected. 
Katey  was  making  us  aware  of 
that  point."  said  Tia  Glass.  Lady 
Puma  basketball  player  and 


about  how  minorities  feel.  Per¬ 
sonally,  an  apology  would  be  the 
first  step  in  showing  to  me  that 
this  administration  is  concerned 
with  me  as  a  minority  individ¬ 
ual."  This  opinion  is  shared  by 
other  minority  students  as  well. 

Minority  Affairs  director 
Cristina  Nuncio  has  submitted 
a  letter  to  the  editor  which  will 
appear  in  this  issue  of  STUFF, 
(see  pg.  2). 

While  this  incident  has  raised 
concerns  of  cultural  relations 
and  sensitivity  on  campus,  for 
some  it  may  serve  as  an  educa¬ 
tional  experience.  Anthony  said, 
“Use  this  more  as  a  learning 
experience  of  cultural  aware¬ 
ness." 


Halas  Second  senator.  Spence 
agreed  with  Glass  saying,  "Tia 
thought  about  running  for  SA 
president  next  year,  and  she 
would  know  that  there  would  be 
no  way  to  handle  it." 

Herman  denied  the  fact  that 
being  a  student  athlete  damp¬ 
ened  her  effectiveness  as  presi¬ 
dent.  “There  have  been  meetings 
I  missed,  however,  at  meetings  I 
missed  there  is  always  someone 
there,  somewhere.  It's  not  like  it 
passes  me  by." 

Most  Senate  members  agreed 
that  there  needs  to  be  a  better 
system  of  communications  be¬ 
tween  themselves  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  they  represent.  Herman 
also  believed  that  the  students 
need  to  do  their  parts  in  telling 
their  floor  senators  what  they 
want  done  on  campus. 

“I  don't  take  responsibility 
for  the  communication  of  the 
Senate,  I  take  responsibility  that 
student  senators  should  be 
aware  of  what  their  role  is.  And 
maybe  we  should  go  back  to  the 
idea  of  the  beginning  of  the  year 
of  a  new  Senate:  there  should  be 
a  meeting  defining  what  their 
(senators)  role  is,"  stated  Her¬ 
man.

Senate  president  thwarts  impeachment

Dear  Editor: 

This  letter  Is  especially  diffi¬ 
cult  for  me  to  write  today  be¬ 
cause  1  am  mourning  the  death 
of  my  friend  and  colleague. 
Brother  Jim  Mignerey.  I’ll  re¬ 
member  Jim  as  one  of  the  very 
few  persons  on  this  campus  who 
would  listen  carefully  as  I  told 
him  of  the  problems  that  I  was 
(and  still  am)  encountering  In 
trying  to  educate  members  of 
the  College  community  about 
minority  Issues  and  concerns. 
As  a  personal  friend  and  sup¬ 
portive  colleague,  on  numerous 
occasions  we  discussed  that  you 
must  learn  to  communicate 
cross-culturally  and  thereby 
achieve  multi-cultural  educa¬ 
tion.  As  different  as  our  back¬ 
grounds  are.  we  must  respect 
ourselves  and  each  other,  and 
out  of  this  respect,  we  can  then 
open  ourselves  to  learning  about 
each  other. 

As  I  try  to  overcome  my  per¬ 
sonal  loss,  I  have  also  been  trying 
to  understand  the  events  of  the 
lip  sync  contest  of  October  31 
and  the  racial  Incidents  that 
followed  the  contest. 

How  does  one  explain,  ration¬ 
alize,  justify,  or  ■’investigate"  the 
use  of  blackface  In  1991?  What 
are  the  social  and  moral  Impli¬ 
cations  of  racial  Insensitivity  on 
a  culturally  isolated  and  racially 
hostile  campus?  Do  we  accept, 
appreciate  and  welcome  cultural 
diversity  on  our  campus?  Do  we 
respect  those  who  are  different 
from  us,  or  do  we  merely  tolerate 
them  and  say  "not  In  my  back¬ 
yard"? 

Several  members  of  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  community  (mi¬ 
nority  and  non-minority  mem¬ 
bers)  were  offended  by  the  use  of 
blackface  by  some  members  of 
the  "Jackson  Five"  act  during 
the  lip  sync  contest.  Although 
we  understand  that  there  was 
no  malice  Involved  In  their  using 
blackface,  we  are  concerned 
about  the  racial  ramifications  of 
this  type  of  "entertainment."  We 
are  not  speaking  about  Intent, 


but  rather  about  outcome.  For 
those  who  are  unfamiliar  with 
this  issue  and  who  are  saying,  “I 
don't  get  It.  what's  the  big  deal?," 
let  me  begin  to  answer  this  ques¬ 
tion  by  saying  that  we  expect 
you  to  be  aware  that  this  type  of 
act  can  be  offensive  to  some 
people.  In  light  of  the  potential 
offensiveness  of  this  kind  of  act, 
the  sponsors  and  coordinators 
of  the  contest  should  not  have 
allowed  the  group  to  go  on  stage. 
In  allowing  the  "Jackson  Five"  to 
go  on  stage,  the  administration 
Involved  In  this  event  enabled 
some  well-intentioned  students 
to  act  in  poor  Judgment.  I  reiter¬ 
ate,  as  a  minority  and  as  direc¬ 
tor  of  minority  affairs,  I  was  of¬ 
fended  and  hurt.  As  a  member 
of  the  administration  and  part- 
time  faculty  member  of  this  col¬ 
lege.  1  am  embarrassed  that  my 
colleagues  showed  such  poor 
Judgment  and  poor  taste. 

For  those  who  sire  still  unable 
to  comprehend  why  this  might 
have  been  offensive  to  some 
people,  let  me  give  you  another 
perspective  In  the  area  of  mul¬ 
ticultural  education.  The  use  of 
blackface  in  some  states  Is  ille¬ 
gal.  Furthermore,  In  some 
schools  where  there  have  been 
Incidents  Involving  blackface,  the 
students  engaging  In  this  type  of 
activity  were  expelled  from 
school.  I  understand  that  there 
Is  supposed  to  be  an  “investiga¬ 
tion"  of  the  history  of  blackface 
and  how  it  was  perceived  In  the 
past  as  being  something  "de¬ 
grading”  or  "demeaning."  The 
point  being  made  here  Is  that 
there  was  no  malice  Involved  in 
the  "Jackson  Five"  act  and  that, 
therefore,  no  one  should  be  of¬ 
fended  because  it  was  not  de¬ 
grading  or  demeaning.  1  have 
already  expressed  that  we  un¬ 
derstand  that  there  was  no  ma¬ 
licious  Intent,  we  are  saying  that 
the  outcome  of  the  mere  use  of 
blackface  is  offensive  to  some 
people.  The  biggest  historical 
difference  about  the  use  of 
blackface  in  the  early  1900s 


versus  1991  is  that  we  should 
know  better  by  now.  I  am  not 
speaking  about  racism  in  this 
instance,  but  rather  about  ra¬ 
cial  and  ethnic  insensitivity.  The 
difference  between  these  two 
terms  is  Intent 

For  the  past  two  weeks  we 
have  talked  about  how  this  can 
be  a  learning  experience  for  the 
college.  The  educational  proc¬ 
ess  with  regard  to  this  issue  has 
two  sides:  those  of  us  who  need 
to  educate  people  about  the  value 
and  need  for  cultural  diversity, 
and  those  of  us  who  must  be 
willing  to  learn.  Let  us  correct 
this  setback  and  work  together 
to  start  the  process. 

With  regard  to  the  racial  slurs 
that  occurred  after  the  contest,  I 
understand  that  people  are  en¬ 
titled  to  their  opinion.  It  is  when 
their  opinion  offends  others  and 
thereby  Infringes  on  their  liberty 
as  members  of  this  community 
that  this  situation  becomes  both 
unbearable  and  totally  unaccept¬ 
able.  Part  of  the  educational 
process  will  be  to  try  to  develop 
a  proactive  approach  to  deter 
and  discourage  racial  intoler¬ 
ance.  Many  schools  have  devel¬ 
oped  racial  harassment  policies 
or  human  dignity  policies.  Let 
us  hope  that  Saint  Joseph's 
College  shows  the  same  fore¬ 
sight  and  begins  this  process 
immediately.  I  am  committed  to 
and  will  work  toward  overcom¬ 
ing  the  challenge  of  racism.  It  is 
a  challenge  to  be  addressed  and 
overcome  by  all  areas  of  this 
college.  The  first  step  in  the 
multicultural  education  process 
is  to  learn  to  accept  and  respect 
each  other  as  full  members  of 
this  community. 

I  know  that  my  friend  Jim 
would  have  accepted  this  chal¬ 
lenge  and  would  have  enjoyed 
the  learning  process.  I  will  miss 
his  Insights  and  his  sensitivity.  I 
will  miss  him.

tive  the  very  short  time  that  we 
are  on  this  earth,  we  could  at¬ 
tain  the  sense  of  responsibility 
to  each  other  that  I  believe  Christ 
has  asked  of  us. 

Christ  called  on  us  to  attain 
a  respect  of  our  human  dignity 
and  worth.  If  we  could  go  be¬ 
yond  the  outward  reminders  of 
hatred  and  misunderstanding 
and  truly  focus  on  the  worth  of 
every  individual  as  a  human,  we 


could  attain  things  that  we  all 
think  are  too  idealistic  to  be 
possible.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  very  thoughts  are  the 
basis  for  what  I  see  as  the  key  to 
becoming  a  peaceful  and  Just 
society. 

To  quote  from  the  Bhagavad- 
Glta.  (1 8. 18)  Knowledge,  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  knowledge,  and  the 
knower  are  the  three  factors  that 
motivate  action:  the  senses,  the 
work  and  the  doer  are  the  three 
constituents  of  action. 


.The  entire  world  rippled  with  shock  last  week  when 
Earvin  “Magic"  Johnson  revealed  that  he  had  acquired  the 
H.LV.  virus.  AIDS  crisis  centers  across  the  country  were  im¬ 
mediately  swamped  with  inquiries  and  calls  from  people  con¬ 
cerned  that  they  too  may  have  contracted  the  disease. 

Ten  years  ago.  AIDS  was  believed  to  be  strictly  a  homosex¬ 
ual  disease  and  by  some  to  be  the  vengeance  of  God  on  that 
group.  Johnson's  shocking  revelation,  that  a  talented  and 
popular  heterosexual  male  had  tested  positive  for  H.I.V., 
indicates  with  blunt  realism  that  this  is  not  a  disease  of  any 
particular  group;  it  Is  a  disease  that  will  eventually  effect  us 
all. 

AIDS  Is  no  longer  a  gay  problem,  drug  abuser  problem  or 
a  problem  of  the  few.  AIDS  is  an  epidemic  disease  from  every 
lifestyle  and  social  group.  The  Center  for  Disease  Control  es¬ 
timates  that  by  century  end,  nearly  40  million  people  will  have 
died  from  the  disease.  Presently,  the  entire  populations  of  cer¬ 
tain  subSaharan  countries  in  Africa  sire  threatened  by  AIDS 
and  H.I.V.. 

Our  attitudes  toward  AIDS  must  change,  and  change 
quickly.  As  Magic  Johnson  said,  it  Is  a  disease  that  can 
happen  to  anyone.  We  must  heighten  our  awareness  of  the 
disease  and  how  it  is  spread  and  contracted.  We  must  pres¬ 
sure  our  lethargic  government  to  release  additional  funding 
for  AIDS  research.  We  must  make  approval  of  experimental 
treatments  easier  to  obtain  and  available  to  more  of  the  in¬ 
fected  population.  Finally,  we  must  eliminate  the  prejudice 
we  have  toward  people  with  the  disease. 

AIDS  Is  everyone's  problem  and  has  become  a  national 
and  international  health  crisis.  We  must  react  to  it  now  while 
there  is  still  time  left.

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Saint  Joe  sings  the  computer  blues

“We’re  In  an  educational  In¬ 
stitution.  We  don’t  need  to  be  on 
the  cutting  edge said  Dr.  David 
Chattin  concerning  modification 
of  the  present  SJC  computer 
network. 

He  continued  to  say  that  large 
corporations  should  remain  on 
the  "cutting  edge"  In  the  com¬ 
puter  field. 

However,  at  a  faculty  meet¬ 
ing  held  on  Oct.  16.  Chattin 
expressed  concerns  pertaining 
to  the  present  need  to  upgrade 
the  computer  network. 

The  presentation  was 
sparked  by  a  faculty  memo  from 
Dr.  Don  Reichert.  In  which  fac¬ 
ulty  members  were  encouraged 
to  compose  a  departmental  “wish 
list." 


In  his  presentation.  Chattin 
pointed  out  several  areas  In 
which  the  computer  system  as  a 
whole  needs  immediate  atten¬ 
tion.  Chattin  said: 

"In  terms  of  hardware,  the 
network  Is  limping  along.  There 
are  no  replacements  and  no 
money  for  repair  or  replace¬ 
ments.  Bruce  is  currently  tear¬ 
ing  apart  good  PCs  In  order  to 
make  others  work.  The  two  laser 
printers  are  being  held  together 
by  taking  parts  from  the  other 
two  laser  printers  which  were 
struck  by  lightning  last  Fall.  We 
used  to  have  four  Sun  Work 
Stations  for  internet,  but  now 
we  only  have  two.  These  are 
hardware  problems  and  not  poor 
choices  in  purchasing.  New 
software  appearing  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  cannot  be  used  on  our  net¬ 


works.  in  some  areas  we  have 
reached  the  obsolescence  pla¬ 
teau.  Some  versions  of  software 
packages  which  we  use  in  in¬ 
struction  are  no  longer  being 
published.  We  no  longer  have  a 
maintenance  contact  for  our 
hardware,  money  is  earmarked 
for  toner,  developer,  paper  and 
ribbons.  We  had  the  best  at  the 
time  that  money  could  buy.  Our 
new  phone  and  library  systems 
have  taken  much  money  in 
maintenance  costs.  We  still  need 
to  expand  the  network  In  Hal- 
leck  and  Schwie  term  arm.  We 
need  to  update  software  and 
update  hardware  In  our  long 
range  plans." 

Chattin  and  Bruce  Mathew 
will  be  outlining  a  long  term  plan 
“on  what  should  be  happening 
In  the  network."  said  Chattin.

Would  you  take  a  drug  If 
you  thought  It  could  Improve 
vour  test  scores?  This  was  a 
question  asked  of  Ross  Pelton, 
Ph.D.,  on  NBC’s  news  program. 
"A  Closer  Look.*  The  program 
was  titled.  “Smart  Drugs:  Do 
they  really  work?” 

Pelton,  author  of  the  book. 
Mind.  Food  and  Smart  Pills,  be¬ 
lieves  these  drugs  can  Increase 
your  intelligence.  Actually  a 
mixture  of  nutrients  and  Juices, 
they  come  In  the  form  of  nasal 
sprays,  pills  and  shakes.  Pel- 
ton  contends  that  there  is  re¬ 
search  that  supports  evidence 
of  an  increase  In  memory  and 
learning  capabilities,  a  greater 
ability  to  stay  alert  and  an  extra 
boost  In  creativity. 


With  all  these  positive  as¬ 
pects.  why  aren't  more  people 
taking  them? 

According  to  Dr.  Trace  Sun¬ 
derland  of  the  National  Insti¬ 
tutes  of  Mental  Health,  there  is 
‘no  proof  that  these  so-called 
’smart  drugs’  work.’  They  have 
not  been  approved  by  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  and 
are  available  only  through  mall 
order.  It  is  against  the  law  for 
any  physician  to  provide  them. 
Furthermore,  these  drugs  In 
certain  combinations  can  cause 
high  blood  pressure  or  strokes. 

These  warnings  have  not 
stopped  many  on  the  West  Coast. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  newest 
craze  is  the  creation  of  the  Smart 
Bar,  which  serves  such  drinks 
as  the  Mind  Mix  or  the  Super- 


cognitive  Tonic.  The  drinks, 
which  contain  no  alcohol,  are 
made  of  nutrients.  Juices  and 
herbs,  yet  you  still  must  be  2 1  to 
enter  the  bar.  The  cost  for  one 
drink  runs  from  $2.75  to  $3.50, 
about  the  same  as  the  price  of  a 
cocktail. 

The  proof  of  the  positive  ef¬ 
fects  of  these  drugs  is  minimal, 
yet  certain  individuals  truly 
believe  in  their  capabilities. 

According  to  Dr.  James 
McGaud  of  the  University  of 
California,  the  drugs  produce  a 
placebo  effect.  People  believe  so 
deeply  In  the  drug’s  ability  that 
they  actually  think  It  is  working. 
The  fact  is,  it  Is  doing  nothing. 

So,  if  you  want  better  test 
scores,  Sunderland  offers  one 
word  of  advice:  "study." 


Brown  visits  SJC  campus

Last  Monday,  Saint  Joseph's 
College  played  host  to  Duane 
Brown,  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
and  Apellate  Courts  of  Indiana. 
Brown  is  the  first  African-Ameri¬ 
can  official  In  Indiana  who  was 
elected  to  his  post.  He  was  on 
campus  to  give  insight  and  dis¬ 
cuss  opportunities  and  experi¬ 
ences  to  students  Interested  In 
law  as  a  profession. 

He  was  educated  at  More¬ 
house  University  and  earned  his 
law  degree  from  Columbia  Uni¬ 


versity  Law  School. 

Brown  fielded  questions  and 
gave  advice  to  prospective  law 
school  applicants.  Among  his 
advice  was  this  word  of  wisdom: 
“Do  not  take  the  LSAT  without 
taking  a  prep  course."  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  this  would  give 
students  a  better  opportunity  to 
get  into  a  better  school  and  gen¬ 
erally  start  out  making  a  higher 
salary." 

Brown  explained  that  liberal 
arts  educations  such  as  that 
found  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 


are  best  for  law  school.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  explained  what  law 
schools  are  looking  for  in  pro¬ 
spective  students.  "They  look 
for  people  with  high  moral  char¬ 
acter  and  people  with  accom¬ 
plishments. 

In  considering  law  schools, 
Brown  said  that,  “Cost,  reputa¬ 
tion  of  the  school  on  the  state 
and  national  level,  the  student/ 
faculty  ratio  and  where  the 
graduates  practice,"  are  all 
Important  factors. 


Core  program  challenging

Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  a 
variety  of  distinctive  features 
which  makes  It  unique  among 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  America. 
The  most  predominant  academic 
program  at  St.  Joe  is  the  Core 
Curriculum  which  unifies  a 
broad  range  of  general  educa¬ 
tion  subjects  Into  a  meaningful 
whole. 

The  Core  program  is  a  study 
of  man,  his  history  and  present 
situation,  civilizations  and  de¬ 
velopments  of  different  cultures, 
achievements,  and  his  thoughts 
upon  actuality. 

The  Core  program’s  newest 
section  Is  Intercultural  Studies, 
which  gives  students  an  Inside 
look  on  the  histories  and  cul¬ 
tures  of  Africa,  India,  China,  and 
Latin  America.  Lectures,  exhib¬ 
its,  performances,  and  feature- 
length  films  are  of  use  for  speak¬ 
ers,  materials,  and  styles  of 
presentation. 

Students  are  required  to  take 
six  credit  hours  a  semester. 
Including  a  "double  Core"  where 
two  separate  three  hour  compo¬ 
nents  are  needed.  This  occupies 
openings  for  electives  related  to 
a  specified  major  or  minor. 

Reading,  writing,  and  dis¬ 


cussion  are  accented  to  develop 
skills  of  communication  which 
SJC  graduates  need  to  be  pro¬ 
ductive  out  in  the  real  world. 

The  Core  Curriculum  seems 
to  make  a  well-rounded  educa¬ 
tion,  but  these  advantages  may 
give  way  to  underlying  disad¬ 
vantages.  How  do  SJC  students 
feel  about  the  Core  program? 

While  Eileen  Wodda  feels  that 
“It's  necessary  for  a  well-rounded 
education  other  than  that  of  a 
major",  Ryan  Perino  sees  it  dif¬ 
ferently.  “I  think  there's  too  much 
reading  in  Core.  Some  teachers 
don’t  seem  to  realize  that  we 
have  other  classes." 

Teachers  brought  up  another 
factor  in  the  view  of  the  program. 
Rob  Duckett  sees  the  concept  as 
being  excellent,  but  not  as  effec¬ 
tive  as  It  could  be.  “All  the 
professors  need  to  get  together 
and  create  a  common  curricu¬ 
lum." 

Though  the  Core  Curricu¬ 
lum  is  a  lot  of  hard  work.  It 
appears  to  be  seen  as  a  highly 
regarded  quality  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College.  Aaron  Addy  sums 
It  up  as  a  better  understanding 
of  life  around  the  globe.  “It  gives 
me  a  good,  common  body  of 
knowledge."

The  Damien  Center 
opened  In  June  of  1987  to  offer 
education,  counseling  and  sup¬ 
port  to  those  Infected  by  the  HIV 
virus  and  their  friends  and 
families. 

Its  programs  began 
through  the  efforts  of  public 
health  officials,  physicians,  the 
gay  community  and  other  Inter¬ 
ested  Individuals.  In  order  to 
avoid  the  duplication  of  other 
AIDS-related  organizations.  It 
united  the  efforts  of  groups  al¬ 
ready  In  existence  to  provide  an 
organization  full  of  many  re¬ 
sources. 


The  client  support  pro¬ 
grams  Include  case  manage¬ 
ment,  medical  and  dental  assis¬ 
tance,  financial  assistance,  le¬ 
gal  advocacy,  transportation,  a 
Buddy  Program,  pastoral  care,  a 
food  pantry  and  Interim  hous¬ 
ing.  To  qualify  for  these  pro¬ 
grams,  clients  must  contact  the 
Damien  Center  and  arrange  an 
interview  with  a  case  worker. 

The  Center  Is  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  funded 
through  state  and  federal  grants, 
foundation  support,  various 
contributions  and  fund-raisers. 
The  Center  functions  with  a  small 


paid  staff  and  relies  on  the  help 
of  Its  150  volunteers  who  main¬ 
tain  the  program. 

The  average  age  of  the 
client  at  the  Center  is  35.  Eight 
percent  of  the  clients  are  women, 
one  percent  children,  one  per¬ 
cent  teens  and  33  percent  black. 
Ninety  percent  are  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  39.

Ty  did  not  die  In  vain.

The  mere  mention  of 
ACT  UP--  an  AIDS  activist  group 
that  recently  smashed  a  con¬ 
dom-filled  plnata  resembling 
President  Bush  with  golf  clubs 
at  the  President's  vacation  home 
In  Maine  —brought  strong  reac¬ 
tions  from  two  panelists  at  the 
AIDS  presentation  November  4 
on  the  Saint  Joseph's  College 
campus. 

Alice  Edwards,  a  panel¬ 
ist  at  the  “HIV-AIDS:  A  Reality  In 
Indiana"  program,  said  that  she 
was  uncomfortable  with  ACT  UP 
and  expressed  disapproval  to¬ 
ward  ACT  UPs  methodology.  She 
said,  however,  that  she  com¬ 
pletely  understood  and  sympa¬ 
thized  with  ACT  UP's  anger. 
Edwards  Is  an  AIDS  patient  and 
client  at  Indianapolis’s  AIDS 
clinic,  the  Damien  Center. 

Another  of  the  panel¬ 
ists,  Reverend  Howard  B.  War¬ 
ren,  Jr.,  who  Is  the  director  of 
pastoral  care  at  the  Damien 
Center  and  also  an  AIDS  pa¬ 
tient  himself,  vehemently  en¬ 
dorsed  ACT  UP.  He  said  that  he 
was  proud  to  be  a  paying  mem¬ 
ber  of  ACT  UP  and  stated  that 
he  recently  had  marched  under 
the  banner  "Presbyterian  ACT 
UP"  at  a  gay  and  lesbian  rights 
demonstration  In  Indianapolis. 
He  explained  that  the  term 
"Presbyterian  ACT  UP"  was 
coined  by  his  group  to  differen¬ 
tiate  themselves  from  the  many 
other  ACT  UP  contingents  at  the 
rally. 

ACT  UP  has  severely 
criticized  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  as  well  as  some  Protes¬ 
tant  denominations,  for  their 
reactions  to  the  AIDS  crisis.  On 
more  than  one  occasion,  ACT  UP 
has  performed  mock -Catholic 
rituals  on  the  steps  of  Saint 
Patrick's  Cathedral  in  New  York 
City,  In  which  hosts  have  been 
defiled  and  church  services  dis¬ 


rupted  In  order  to  call  attention 
to  the  AIDS  dilemma. 

Warren  expressed  his 
anger  with  the  Church.  He  dif¬ 
ferentiated  between  anger  at  the 
Church  and  anger  at  God,  how¬ 
ever.  and  said  that  his  anger  was 
directed  toward  an  America  that 
called  Itself  Christian  while  treat¬ 
ing  AIDS  patients  as  guilty  suf¬ 
ferers.  The  AIDS  virus  has  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  liars,  he  said, 
and  some  Christian  fundamen¬ 
talist  groups  have  used  scrip¬ 
tural  passages  to  blame  the  AIDS 
plague  on  its  victims.  He  added 
that  the  classification  of  the  sick 
Into  the  "guilty  111"  and  the  “Inno¬ 
cent  ill"  was  un-Christlan  and 
pointed  out  that  Jesus  never 
asked  people  how  they  had  be¬ 
come  111,  but  merely  asked  If  they 
needed  comforting. 

ACT  UP  adopted  the 
AIDS  decree  “Silence  =  Death" 
as  well  as  the  orange  triangle  for 
its  symbol.  Warren  explained 
that  the  triangle  was  used  in  re¬ 
membrance  of  the  200,000  gays 
and  lesbians  who  lost  their  lives 
at  the  hands  of  the  German  army 
during  the  Holocaust.  The 
symbol  was  adopted  by  AIDS 
activists  when  the  disease  was 
thought  to  affect  only  the  gay 
community. 

The  program  “HIV- 
AIDS:  A  Reality  in  Indiana"  was 
sponsored  by  Campus  Life.  It 
was  coordinated  through  Dawn 
Andres,  a  Resident  Assistant  at 
Justin  Hall.  The  program  fea¬ 
tured  three  speakers,  all  of  whom 
had  contracted  the  AIDS  virus: 
Warren,  and  Brian  Guthrie  and 
Alice  Edwards,  both  clients  of 
the  Damien  Center.  The  trio's 
Intention  In  visiting  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  campus  was  to 
prevent  their  hearers  from  ac¬ 
quiring  the  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  by  provid¬ 
ing  them  with  additional  Infor¬ 
mation. 


AIDS  can  hit  close

When  you  learn  that 
someone  you  have  known  for  1 5 
years  Is  dying  of  AIDS,  you  feel 
like  your  heart  Is  being  tom  out. 
Night  after  night,  you  pray  that 
someone  will  be  able  to  find  a 
cure  for  this  disease.  You  won¬ 
der  why  this  Is  happening  to 
such  a  caring  person. 

Ty  was  15  years  old.  He 
had  his  whole  life  ahead  of  him. 
He  was  talented,  caring  and 
Intelligent  He  was  blessed  with 
a  loving  family  and  a  way  of 
making  people  his  friends.  Ty 
got  along  with  people  of  all  ages. 
Adults  liked  to  talk  with  him 
because  of  his  Intelligence  and 
humor.  Children  loved  him 
because  he  was  never  too  busy 
to  listen  to  their  stories  about 
what  happened  In  pre-school  or 
what  new  trick  the  dog  had 
learned. 

Ty  loved  living.  In  high 
school,  he  tried  his  best  to  get 
away  with  anything  he  could. 
Borrowing  the  car  was  an  In¬ 
credible  feat  Considering  the 
way  he  drove,  the  fact  that  he 
ever  got  a  driver's  license  sur¬ 
prised  everyone  In  his  family. 

Ty  used  his  artistic  gifts 
to  start  an  Interior  decorating 
business.  It  became  successful 
and  he  was  living  well  for  such  a 
young  man.  His  life  was  perfect 


Then  he  found  out  that  he  was 
HIV-positive.  He  was  only  28 
years  old. 

For  the  next  two  years, 
Ty  began  to  lose  weight.  He 
would  catch  any  vims  that  came 
along.  Somehow,  he  did  his  best 
to  keep  his  spirits  up  despite  the 
medication  and  the  knowledge 
that  he  would  die  at  any  time. 
He  was  determined  to  beat  his 
disease. 

Ty  continued  working  as 
long  as  he  could.  Then  he  got 
pneumonia  and  was  In  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  more  than  a  month. 
Soon  his  friends  heard  the  news 
that  his  fight  was  over. 

Ty  died  this  past  sum¬ 
mer  at  the  age  of  30.  Before  he 
died,  he  was  emaciated  and  In 
pain.  He  was  put  on  machines 
to  help  keep  him  alive  and  was 
also  given  pain  killers  constantly 
Just  so  he  could  live  In  some 
comfort.

Every  time  his  family 
saw  him,  they  felt  like  crying.

Catholicism  reacts 
to  issue  of  Al  DS

The  social  phenomenon 
of  AIDS  raises  a  fundamental 
theological  question.  What  Is 
the  Catholic  Church’s  view  to¬ 
ward  the  AIDS  Issue? 

The  answer  can  be 
summed  up  by  Paul  at  Colossae 
(3:12)  In  which  he  says, 
"...compassion,  kindness,  lowli¬ 
ness,  meekness,  and  patience, 
forbearing  one  another  and  If 
one  has  a  complaint  against 
another,  forgiving  each  other  as 
the  Lord  has  forgiven  you.  so 
you  also  must  forgive." 

The  U.S.  Catholic  bish¬ 
ops  In  1987  stressed  that  AIDS, 
like  all  other  diseases,  is  a  human 
Illness.  They  advocate  a  com¬ 
passionate  response  and  criti¬ 
cize  the  position  that  asserts 


that  AIDS  Is  a  direct  punish¬ 
ment  from  God.  A  1988  Times 
Mirror  Gallup  Poll  found  that 
42.5  percent  surveyed  thought 
that  AIDS  might  be  a  punish¬ 
ment  from  God  for  Immoral 
sexual  behavior. 

Father  William  Stang. 
associate  professor  of  biology  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College,  said  that 
the  Catholic  Church  "...does  not 
consider  It  a  punishment  from 
God.  It's  us  hurting  ourselves. 
It's  not  God  reaching  down  to 
clobber  us." 

Along  with  this  Idea,  the 
bishops'  1987  statement  up¬ 
holds  the  guidelines  for  moral 
sexual  behavior,  objecting  to 
homosexuality,  but  still  stress¬ 
ing  a  loving  response  to  AIDS 
victims. 


"The  Church  Is  against 
promiscuous  behavior,  but  not 
against  human  beings,"  added 
Fr.  Stang.  "The  Church  tries  not 
to  make  a  Judgment  on  how  you 
get  AIDS." 

Although  mixed  feelings 
of  hesitation,  sympathy  and  fear 
exist,  the  Church  encourages 
pjeople  to  work  to  prevent  addi¬ 
tional  suffering  for  AIDS  victims 
by  protecting  their  human  and 
civil  rights  and  understanding 
the  disease. 

"The  Church. .  .says  that 
we  should  do  our  best  for  those 
pjeople  who  are  unfortunate."  Fr. 
Stang  said.  “Hardship®  can  bring 
out  the  best  in  pjeople.  You  learn 
about  yourself,  the  strength 
Inside  you,  and  about  other 
pjeople." 


AIDS:  To  be 
silent  is  to  die

“Americans  know  that 
AIDS  Is  a  humanly,  deadly  and 
cat chable  virus  that  has  become 
a  mountainous  stigma  In  soci¬ 
ety,"  said  Rev. Howard  B.  War¬ 
ren,  Jr.  the  director  of  pjastoral 
care  at  the  Damien  Center,  a 
non-profit  agency  that  provides 
HIV  counseling,  education  and 
comprehensive  care. 

Warren  and  two  others, 
each  of  whom  has  HIV,  spjoke  to 
SJC  students  and  faculty  on 
November  4  about  the  disease 
that  Is  threatening  the  fabric  of 
American  life. 

The  majority  ofWarren's 
speech  emphasized  the  AIDS 
stigma.  The  stigma  has  created 
such  a  silence  with  AIDS,"  he 
said.  “We  have  to  realize  that 
here  In  America,  we're  fighting  a 
stigma  rather  than  a  human 
virus.  We  forgot  that  this  is  a 
human  virus  that  attacks  every¬ 
one.  It  is  destroying  pjeople  of  all 
sexes,  races,  economic,  religious 
and  social  aspjects  In  our  soci¬ 


ety.  We  must  not  let  this  stigma 
shame  us  Into  silence!" 

Warren  explained, 
“When  the  first  cases  of  AIDS 
were  reported  back  In  1981.  we 
knew  very  little  about  the  virus. 
The  telefundamentallsts  created 
a  stigma  from  the  lies  that  they 
told  the  media.  HTV  was  a  plague 
sent  by  God  to  Judge  and  punish 
gay  men.  Injection  drug  users 
and  the  refugees  from  Haiti.  In 
1985,  the  major  churches  In 
America  published  the  truth 
about  HTV.  However,  this  was 
too  late.  This  stigma  has  created 
fear,  anxiety,  panic,  guilt  and 
shame  In  victims  with  AIDS." 

Warren  concluded  by 
urging  everyone  to  become  edu¬ 
cated  about  the  HTV  virus.  “AIDS 
Is  no  longer  predominantly  a 
disease  of  the  homosexual  com¬ 
munity,  the  drug  users,  the  pjoor 
and  the  different  racial  groups. 
AIDS  is  affecting  everyone.  We 
need'to  get  beyond  the  human 
stigma  so  that  Intervention  can 
take  place." 


Saint  Joe  is  not  victim  to  myths

AIDS  can  be  prevented 
If  a  woman  is  on  the  pill.  AIDS 
can  be  transferred  by  simple, 
everyday  contact.  People  have 
been  spreading  myths  such  as 
these  about  the  AIDS  virus  for 
some  time  now.  However,  these 
pjeople  have  been  dangerously 
misinformed. 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  HIV  virus  that  pro¬ 
motes  AIDS  can  be  prevented 
only  by  abstinence  or  safe  sex 
and  can  be  transferred  only  by 
unprotected  sexual  contact  with 
someone  Infected  with  the  vi¬ 
rus,  by  a  mother  transferring 
the  virus  to  her  unborn  child 
and  by  sharing  drug  needles  or 
syringes. 

Many  people  still  do  not 
know  these  facts.  They  live  their 
lives  being  misinformed  about 
AIDS.  Just  how  much  does  the 
Saint  Joseph's  College  campus 
know  about  AIDS?  Here  are  the 
questions  and  results  of  a  poll 


taken  by  Saint  Joe  students. 

Can  one  get  AIDS  from  a  hand¬ 
shake  or  a  hug? 

Saint  Joe  results:  100% 
of  the  pjolltakers  responded  “no." 

Accurate  answer:  No. 
Simple,  everyday  contact  can¬ 
not  transfer  the  AIDS  virus. 

Can  one  get  AIDS  from  a  cough 
or  sneeze? 

Saint  Joe  results:  100% 
responded  “no." 

Answer:  No.  although 
there  are  small  traces  of  the 
virus  In  saliva,  a  cough  or  sneeze 
Is  not  believed  to  carry  enough 
to  transmit  the  virus. 

Can  one  get  AIDS  from  a  drink¬ 
ing  form  tain  or  a  toilet? 

Saint  Joe  results:  9% 
said  one  could  get  AIDS  from  a 
drinking  fountain,  and  1 2%  said 
it  is  transferred  through  toilets. 

Answer:  No,  It  Is  not 
pjosslble.  HIV  is  transferred  only 


by  unprotected  sexual  contact 
or  by  sharing  drug  needles  or 
syringes. 

Can  one  get  AIDS  from  a  French 
kiss? 

Saint  Joe  results:  41% 
said  that  you  could  get  AIDS 
from  a  French  kiss. 

Answer  Like  a  cough 
or  sneeze,  the  saliva  transferred 
In  a  kiss  does  not  contain  enough 
of  the  virus  to  spread  to  others. 

Do  you  think  there's  any  pos¬ 
sibility  that  you  could  have 
AIDS? 

Saint  Joe  results:  41% 
of  Saint  Joe  students  believe  that 
it  Is  pjosslble  that  they  could 
have  the  AIDS  virus. 

Answer:  According  to 
Rev.  Howard  Warren,  Jr.,  who 
spoke  to  members  of  the  Saint 
Joe  community  on  November  4, 
It  is  estimated  that  one  out  of 
each  450  students  on  the  Saint 
Joe  campus  Is  HIV  positive.

Are  Louisiana  voters  In  a  no- 
win  situation  this  Saturday. 
November  16?  Is  there  a  candi¬ 
date  worth  voting  for  In  the  state's 
gubernatorial  election? 

Republican  David  Duke's 
actions  and  "past''  beliefs  have 
been  well-chronicled  In  the  press. 
He  says  he  has  become  a  born- 
again  Christian  and  regrets  his 
days  as  a  Grand  Wizard  of  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan;  also,  his  affili¬ 
ation  with  the  Nazi  Party  Is  a 
thing  of  the  past  and  It  does  not 
reflect  his  current  beliefs. 

In  1987.  Duke  was  arrested 
along  with  54  others  for  disrupt¬ 
ing  a  civil  rights  march  in  For¬ 
syth  County,  Georgia.  In  1989, 
Duke  was  photographed  shak¬ 
ing  hands  with  the  vice  chair¬ 
man  of  the  American  Nazi  Party. 

On  Monday  a  dirt-throwing 
crowd,  yelling  “Nazi",  rushed 
Duke's  car  and  caused  him  to 
rush  Into  the  television  studio 
he  was  stopping  at. 

“I  wish  they  would  take  me 
for  my  word  that  I  repudiate  my 
past,"  Duke  said. 

Does  Duke's  facelift  reflect 
an  inner  change  of  heart  or  is  he 
trying  to  gain  votes  with  a  photo¬ 
genic  look?

USA  Today’s 
Danny  Sheridan  says,  "Notre

Bowlfin  New  Orleans)  unless 
David  Duke  gets  elected  Louisi¬ 
ana  governor  on  Saturday."  Bowl 
bids  will  go  out  to  college  teams 
on  Sunday,  November  17,  the 
day  following  the  election. 

The  National  Football  League 
nixed  Phoenix  as  the  site  of  the 
1993  Super  Bowl  after  the  Mar¬ 
tin  Luther  King,  Jr.  holiday  was 
voted  down  In  Arizona.  Rumor 
has  the  NFL  foregoing  any  fu¬ 
ture  commitment  to  hold  the 
Super  Bowl  In  New  Orleans  If 
Duke  Is  elected  governor. 

Samuel  DuBois  Cook,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Dillard  University,  an 
historically  black  private  insti¬ 
tution,  told  The  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education  that:  “The 
election  of  David  Duke  will  be  an 
absolute  disaster  for  higher 
education  and  the  entire  state. 
It  will  affect  tourism.  It  will 
affect  our  ability  to  attract  in¬ 
dustry.  But  in  general  I  don’t

What's  the  choice,  man?'"  Bush 
said. 

The  opponent  facing  Duke  is 
Edwin  Edwards.  He  is  a  three- 
term  governor  of  Louisiana  who 
was  defeated  by  Roemer  in  1 987. 
Many  of  Edwards'  votes  will  be 
in  fact,  anti-Duke  votes.  Groups 
that  have  aligned  themselves 
with  Edwards  are  environmen¬ 
talists,  reformers,  and  women's 
groups. 

Bill  Nichols  writes  in  Tues¬ 
day's  USA  Today  that  Edwards 
has  gained  "the  image  of  'Fast 
Eddie,’  a  sleazy  Romeo  who’d 
stop  at  nothing  to  enrich  his 
cronies."  His  wife  divorced  'the 
playboy'  in  1989,  after  40  years 
of  marriage.  He  has  been  in-

With  a  seven  point  deficit 
going  into  the  fourth  quarter, 
the  score  of  21-14  casted  a 
shroud  over  the  lately-winning 
Pumas.

The  Wildcats,  with  one 
last  chance  to  tie  up  the  match, 
returned  the  kickoff  for  36  yards 
to  the  Puma  47.  During  the  next 
few  plays,  the  Wildcats  gained 
another  22  yards.  The  defense 
rose  to  the  occasion  and  sacked 
NMU  quarterback  Nick  Bink, 


who  scrambled  like  a  fish  out  of 
water,  for  a  three  yard  loss  which 
set  up  the  crucial  fourth  and  7 
play.  The  Wildcats  sent  their 
star  running  back.  Nelson 
Edmonds,  straight  up  the 
middle.  Only  gaining  a  yard, 
Edmonds  was  clocked  by  Aubrey 
McCoy  and  Scott  Evans. 

“This  game  was  like  deja-vu 
from  last  year,"  stated  Coach 
Reagan.  “Northern  Michigan  to 
the  seven  yard  line  and  then  our 
defense  had  another  great  goal 
line  stand  to  stop  them."

Furs’  “World  Outside”  centers  on  obsessions

"World  Outside."  the  Psy¬ 
chedelic  Furs'  highly  acclaimed 
eighth  album,  demonstrates  the 
band's  originality  and  emotional 
depth.

obviously  hint  at  a  love  tom  apart 
by  Jealousy,  while  "Tearing 
Down"  and  "There's  A  World"  are 
more  complex,  bitter  laments 
about  the  aftermath  of  a 
breakup.  When  Butler  sings 
about  "tearing  down  your  hollow 
heart,"  and  "I  can  almost  feel 
you  bleed,"  he  Implies  a  deeply 
rooted,  somewhat  disturbing  re¬ 
sentment  on  his  part. 

Another  recurring  theme  on 
the  album  Is  the  possessive /ob¬ 
sessive  nature  of  some  relation¬ 
ships.  In  his  own  evasive  way, 
Butler  has  said  that  the  first 
single,  "Until  She  Comes,"  Is  a 


song  about  addiction  to  a  person 
rather  than  a  substance.  The 
same  could  be  said  of  "Better 
Days,"  another  song  that  Im¬ 
plies  that  obsession  may  be  the 
concept  at  the  heart  of  this  al¬ 
bum. 

Through  this  twisting  maze 
of  pain,  agony,  guilt  and  sorrow, 
the  Psychedelic  Furs  comple¬ 
ment  Butler's  sometimes  oblique 
lyrics  with  music  that  Is  some¬ 
times  harsh  and  sometimes  re¬ 
laxing.  The  addition  of  three 
new  members  has  considerably 
fleshed  out  the  band’s  sound. 
The  result  sounds  like  their  most 
unified  work  since  1981  's  "Talk, 


Talk,  Talk."  However  magnifi¬ 
cent  the  music  may  be,  the  focal 
point  of  this  album,  as  always.  Is 
Richard  Butler’s  words.  This 
time,  they  seem  less  surreal  them 
on  previous  albums.  This  does 
help  to  clarify  the  meanings 
behind  the  songs,  but  destroys 
some  of  the  challenge  usually 
found  In  the  band's  work. 

"World  Outside"  Is  yet  an¬ 
other  very  great  album  from  the 
Psychedelic  Furs.  It  will  proba¬ 
bly  prove  too  thematic  and  de¬ 
pressing  for  mainstream  accep¬ 
tance,  but  longtime  fans  have 
already  praised  It  as  being  among 
the  band's  best  works. 


Nirvana:“Nevermind " 
the  teen  mainstream

In  a  music  world  that  is 
dominated  by  songs  like  "Ice  Ice 
Baby"  or  "O.P.P.,"  a  little  origi¬ 
nality  once  in  a  while  is  nice. 
And  originality  has  come  howl¬ 
ing  like  a  cold  wind  out  of  the 
forests  ofWashlngton.  This  cold 
wind  goes  by  the  name  of  Nir¬ 
vana. 

Nirvana  Is  an  underground 
band  whose  debut  album.

The  sound  contained  on 
“Nevermind"  Is  what  Is  starting 
to  be  called  The  Seattle  Sound." 
Possible  examples  of  this  would 
be  Queensryche  or  Alice  In 
Chains.  It  Is  music  that  tends  to 
sound  like  the  gloomy,  rainy 
weather  of  the  Northwest  In 
which  It  Is  conceived. 

Nirvana  Is  composed  of  three

members:  Kurt  Cobain  (vocals/ 
guitars),  David  Grohl  (drums), 
and  Chris  Novoselic  (bass).  From 
the  beginning  of  the  album,  the 
songs  kick  you  In  the  teeth  and 
you  begin  to  wonder  how  It  could 
be  done  by  Just  three  people. 
After  listening  to  the  entire  al¬ 
bum,  the  unique  quality  of  Nir¬ 
vana  is  readily  apparent. 

"Smells  Like  Teen  Spirit," 
the  first  single  off  of  “Nevermind." 
Is  a  prime  example  of  this.  The 
song  Is  powerful  and  cries  of  the 
absurdity  that  Is  high  school.  It 
Is  no  wonder  then  that  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  many  of  Nirvana's  songs 
Is  the  apathy  of  our  generation. 
This  theme  is  also  evident  In 
songs  such  as  “Lithium"  and 
“Something  In  the  Way." 

With  a  hit  MTV  video  and  a 
number  one  College  album,  it 
looks  as  If  things  can  only  get 
better  and  that  Nirvana  will  only 
get  bigger.  Is  the  group  enjoying 
Its  success?  Novoselic  had  this 
to  say: 

“1  see  our  album  selling,  and 
I  wonder  If  people  are  really  lis¬ 
tening  to  what  we’re  saying.  I 
mean,  most  people  don’t  know 
what’s  going  on  In  the  world. 
They'd  rather  go  get  drunk  some¬ 
where." 

Well,  as  Nirvana  says,  “1  feel 
stupid  and  contagious."
